PROGRAM IV 
“A STELE OR FAMILY MONUMENT” 


In a cemetery near New York, the Dartmouth family, a 
family of early Colonial ancestry, own a burial plot. The plot 
measures 50 feet by 36 feet with its entrance, from one of the 
roads of the cemetery, at the center of its long axis. The 
other three sides are bounded by the burial plots of other 
families. 


The Dartmouth plot is surrounded by a low stone coping 
not more than 8 inches above grade and with an entrance 
3’ 6” wide flanked by the coping being carried up about 16 
inches to form simple entrance posts. The head stones which 
mark the graves of each member of the family are of slate, 
approximately 2’ 4” high, 20 inches wide and 2 inches thick, 
dignified in design and taking their origin from English forms 
with slightly rounded heads and no ornamentation other than 
the required lettering and simple mouldings and base. 

The surviving members of the Dartmouth family wish to 
have a Stele or monument of stone erected to designate the 
family name only and placed opposite the entrance toward the 
rear of the plot. In time this monument will be framed by 
planting as other portions of the plot. It will, therefore, even- 
tually not be seen from the rear and ornamentation on this 
side is not desired. The family stone should not exceed 12 
feet in height above grade. The width and depth should be 
in proportion so that when seen from all angles it will present 
a dignified and well-designed conception. A suitable symbolic 
figure or figures may be introduced, but they should be in 
low relief and emphasis is laid upon the fact that while orna- 
mentation in some form is necessary, it should be restrained 
and subservient to the other features of the design. The 
lettering of the family name obviously plays an important part. 

A free standing model of the family monument is all that 1s 
required of the competitor in this competition, but the compe- 
titor should study carefully the first part of the program for 
style and location.

“END WALL OF A HOSPITAL WAITING 
ROOM” 


The’subject of this program is a decoration for the end wall 
of a main hall and waiting room of a hospital. This hall is 
sixteen feet wide, forty feet long and nineteen feet high. the 
blue print accompanying this problem being at the scale of 34” 
to the foot. 


The architectural detail shown in the blue print is modelled 
in relief in hard plaster and may be treated by the designer in 
any color he desires in order to harmonize with his scheme 
of decoration. 


The treatment of the wall flanking the pilasters should be 
arranged in such a way as to suggest a treatment of the wall 
surface along the two longer sides of the room. 

The frame above the mantel may contain either an inscrip- 
tion or a painted pictorial composition symbolic of the use 
of the building. 


The space above the main cornice may be regarded as a 
frieze continuing around the room or, if preferred, as a section 
of a coved or vaulted ceiling. 


The architectural detail and ornamental motifs shown in 
the blue print must be definitely incorporated in the design.

The Chamber of Commerce in a large city has taken space 
in an office building and the subject of this competition will 
be the decoration of the large and important Board Room. 

To obtain the necessary height, two floors have been allotted 
to this room; the measurements of which are, length 37 feet, 
width 23 feet, height 21 feet. The main entrance door is in 
the center at one end, a group of three windows at the oppo- 
site end.

It is especially pointed out that the location of the windows 
was not altered when the floor was removed, therefore there is 
an upper and a lower group of windows with a wall space of 
five feet between them. These windows may be treated as one 
decorative unit, or separately. 

The directors of the company would like the room decorated, 
using the finest type of Colonial detail and painted a light 
color. There is no accommodation for a mantelpiece.

“THE MAIN FLOOR OF AN HOTEL” 


A resort hotel facing the ocean is to accommodate about 
600 guests. It may be assumed to be 12 to 16 stories in 
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height. The property is a level piece of ground 275 feet on 
the ocean by 400 feet deep. Entrances are at the competitor’s 
discretion. A single floor level or a difference in levels may 
be assumed. 

Floor heights are at the competitor’s discretion, but the first 
bedroom floor level should not be over 30 feet above the 
main floor. Elevators should be centrally located. 


It is not intended that a typical floor plan should be worked 
out. It would, however, be well to bear in mind the following: 
The width of a bedroom wing varies from 40 to 60 feet accord- 
ing to sizes of rooms and whether the bathrooms are of the 
outside or of the inside type. Spans over 20 feet require 
girders to carry columns above. Important rooms should nat- 
urally be free or nearly free of columns. Certain rooms could be 
assumed to be in courts, if it seems reasonable. The building 
is not to exceed 235 feet in any dimension. 


The following is a list of the spaces to be arranged on the 
main floor: 


Porches. 

Entrance Lobby. 

Main Lobby. 

Lounge Space. 

Dining Room, 8,000 square feet. 

Serving Pantry from kitchen below. 

Small room for waiters. 

Small Dining Room for children. 

Ball Room, 5,000 square feet. 

Foyer for Ball Room. 

Office, consisting of a front office with desk, cashier, porter, 
etc., and a working space for clerks and manager’s 
office. 

Elevators, 5 passenger—2_ service. 

Stairway to grille, etc., in basement. 

Two stairways to the bedroom floors. 

Women’s Retiring Room, Check Room, Men’s Room, 
News Stand, Cigar Stand, etc. 

Other minor spaces may be occupied by one or two small 
shops, a writing room, broker’s office, beauty parlor, 
etc., or these may be assumed to be on other floors.

There being no appropriate suite of rooms in Washington 
suitable to receive foreign Ambassadors and Diplomatic Mis- 
sions, it has been decided to redecorate a series of rooms in the 
State Department Building to be used for this purpose, and it 
is purposed to treat the end of one of the rooms with a Monu- 
mental Fireplace. 


These rooms should be designed in a dignified manner befit- 
ting the occasions for which they are intended to be used. The 
choice of style is left to the competitor. 


Similar suites of reception rooms exist in other capitols; 
examples may be found in the Palazzos Chigi and Venezia, 
Rome, in the former royal palaces of France such as Fontaine- 
bleau, Versailles, Chateau of Blois, Pau, etc., and Hampton 
Court, England.

CLASS “A” III ESQUISSE-ESQUISSE 
“A TRADE SCHOOL” 


In a suburb of a large industrial town, it is proposed to erect 
a Trade School in order to prepare young men to take positions 
as skilled workmen. Youths over sixteen years of age will be 
admitted, provided they have received an elementary education. 
The total number of students is not to exceed 300. 


Included in the curriculum, are Practical Mechanics, Build- 
ing Trades, Electricity, and Textile Manufacturing. The train- 
ing in all these branches necessitates a certain amount of class- 
room work, but the more important feature of the institution is 
the practical shopwork conducted in spacious and well equipped 
quarters. 


The plot selected is practically level, 450 feet by 350 feet, 
and is surrounded on all four sides by streets. The group of 
buildings which is to serve the purpose outlined above shall 
comprise: 


Administration: 


On the First Floor—Entrance Lobby, Coat Room, Secretary’s 
Office, Filing Room, Waiting Room, Physical Examination 
Room, Physician’s Office, Toilets, etc. 

On the Second Floor—One or more Conference Rooms for 
the Faculty, and a small apartment for the Superintendent of 
the Buildings. 


Department of Theoretical Instruction: 


Large Assembly Hall with gallery to accommodate 1,000; a 
library approximately 500 square feet in area; two small 
laboratories, one for Chemistry and one for Physics, eight class- 
rooms for 30 students each, coat rooms, toilets, etc., all on the 
ground floor. 


Department of Practical Instruction: 


Four well lighted and well ventilated shop buildings, all on 
the ground floor, each building about 2,500 square feet in 
area, namely: 


Machine Shop Building to contain lathe, furnace, forge, test- 
ing machines, cranes, and similar equipment. A portion of this 
building should be set aside for an assembling shop, approxi- 
mately 600 square feet in area. 


Building Trades Shop Building equipped with benches, lathes, 
scaffolds, con¢rete mixer, etc. In the same or in an adjoining 
building there should be provided a small drafting room, a 
modeling room, and a paint shop of modest dimensions. 


Electrical Shop Building to contain dynamo, generators, elec- 
tric motors, transformers, switchboards, meters, etc. This build- 
ing shall communicate with an accessory group comprising one 
or more separate rooms for assembling and testing radio 
apparatus. 


Textile Manufacturing Shop Building in which power driven 
weaving machinery will impart to the major portion of the 
structure the aspect of a model textile mill. A smaller but no 
less important feature of this building shall be a room set aside 
for instruction in weaving at hand looms. Another small room 
for experimental dyeing of yarns and fabrics shall complete the 
equipment of this department. 


Recreation Facilities: 


A large recreation yard and a covered gymnasium, approxi- 
mately 3,000 square feet in area, shall be provided. Dining 
facilities shall also be furnished in a restaurant or cafeteria to 
which may be added a small rest room. Provisions should be 
made for the usual accessories such as sufficient lavatories, locker 
rooms, tool rooms, and general storage space. 


Nore:—It is not necessary for the student to show accurately 
the shape or location of the machinery called for in the pro- 
gram. It is required of him, however, to indicate not only the 
mass and location of the various buildings, but also the general 
subdivision of these buildings in accordance with the descrip- 
tion given of them. What is desired is a sketch suggesting by 
its indication a well ordered arrangement of the different parts, 
and for each building the type most suited in plan and in con- 
struction, to the use assigned to it by the program. This is 
primarily a planning problem.

CLASS “A AND “B” ARCHAEOLOGY 
III PROJET—“A GOTHIC TOWER” 


“The spire is the simplest part of the Romanesque or Gothic 
architecture, and needs least study to be felt. It is a bit of 
sentiment almost pure of practical purpose. It tells the whole 
of its story at a glance, and its story is the best that architecture 
has to tell, for it typifies the aspirations of man at the moment 
when man’s aspirations were highest.” 


Henry Adams: Mont-Saint-Michel and Chartres. 


It is assumed that somewhere in the battle area of eastern 
France there stands a church, the tower of which was destroyed 
during the War. A new tower is to be constructed as a War 
Memorial. 


The church may be conceived as of any Gothic period, from 
that of the southwest tower of Chartres to that of the northwest 
tower. The material, of course, is of dressed stone. 

The new tower will stand at the west end of the nave, the 
central aisle of which is 36 feet wide over all. The square of the 
tower will, therefore, not exceed 40 feet in exterior dimensions 
exclusive of buttresses or turrets. The peak of the nave roof is 
80 feet above the ground, the height of the apex of the nave 
vault is 65 feet. The nave of the church is aisled and the extreme 
breadth of nave and aisles is 86 feet exclusive of buttresses. 

The new tower is to be without porches, the central doorway 
opening directly into the church, but the interior of the tower 
to about the height of the nave vault, will form a memorial 
vestibule, while the upper stage will provide for a peal of bells 
or carillon. The tower may be simply this or it may end in 
a spire.

PROGRAM V 


“DESIGN FOR AN ELEVATOR FLOOR 
INDICATOR” 


In buildings where elevators are used, over the door of each 
elevator, on the entrance floor level, is a dial which indicates 
where the car is at any given moment. The subject of this 
program is the design of such an elevator dial. This dial is to 
be circular in form, 15 inches in diameter, with a space near 
the outer edge for figures and letters indicating the various 
floors of the building. 

The usual practice is to have a slot in the center of this 
space so that the figures can be placed in position and then 
later adjusted a little one way or the other to be in accurate 
accord with the hand or pointer of the dial. 

The sculptural problem consists, therefore, in making an or- 
namental circular dial with the revolving pointer similar to the 
large hand of the clock, the space for numerals or letters near 
the outer edge of the dial, the center line of this space being 
a continuous circular slot. The ornament of the dial may be. 
of any character, style or form which the designer may care 
to use. The outside dimensions of the dial must not exceed 15 
inches, but the composition may be circular or may be a circle 
within a square. The models are to be submitted full size. 

On further consideration of the program, the author has 
deemed it advisable to give the competitors more latitude in 
regards to the mechanical working of the dial. The competitors 
may, therefore, dispense with the pointer on the face of the dial 
(if they so desire), but they must in some manner show the 
pointer on the outer edge.

THE ARCHITECTURAL ORNAMENT DEPARTMENT 


The class in architectural ornament undoubtedly will bear a part in the development of architectural beauty of the 
buildings of the future, not only in the metropolitan section but in the country in general. 


One of the purposes of the class is to give the students an opportunity for an intimate and unhurried acquaintance with 
the composition and character of those periods of ornament, which in professional practice they may be most likely called upon 
to execute. / 

A period approximating four weeks is allotted to the study of each style of ornament. This provides ample time for 
delving into and examining those sometimes subtle qualities of design and form which determine character. An opportunity 


which is rarely possible in commercial shopwork, where the element of time and cost are often considered of more import than 
artistic merit. 


It is probably due to the foregoing that many of the students of this class are journeymen modelers, who avail themselves 
of this opportunity to improve their work. The makeup of the student body is diversified, being composed of stone carvers, 
wood carvers, modelers, cameo cutters, bookkeepers, bakers, draftsmen, and others. 

The class work is executed under the critical supervision of a staff of sculptors chosen: for their special knowledge and 
experience in the style being studied. The quality of instruction available in this class is made possible by the acquisition of 
the services of such men for instructors as have already served this school year: Messrs. R. Menconi, Max H. Keck, Oswald 
Hoephner, Ulysses A. Ricci. Charles G. Peters, Director in charge of Architectural Ornament.

A LETTER FROM THE COMMITTEE ON THE PRESERVATION OF NATIONAL 
MONUMENTS OF THE A. I. A. 

The Committee on the Preservation of National Monuments of the American Institute of Architects has 
noted the encouragement given to the making of “Measured Drawings” as a part of the student activity of the 
Beaux-Arts Institute of Design. The subjects chosen for such measured drawings have usually been buildings, 
doorways, mantels or accessory details of “Colonial” or ‘““Neo-Grec” periods from the region occupied by the 
original American Colonies. We want to encourage such subjects, for in them are embodied all our inherited 
building traditions that filtered down from European sources. 

We wish, however, to call attention to the rather neglected native Pueblo architecture of the Southwest, 
as well as to the Spanish inspiration of California, Arizona and Florida. Here, there is a source of subjects for 
measured drawings which has been largely overlooked by students of architecture. “The Pueblo examples, with 
their semi-Spanish characteristics, have a peculiar interest. “Their buildings literally grew out of the soil; they 
are native to the country and appropriate to the climate.
